C The Exbortation. 


EARLY beloved in the Lord, ye that 
mind to come to the holy Communi- 
on of the body and blood of our Saviour 
Chriſt, muſt conſider what St. Paul writeth 
to the Corinthians; how he exhorteth all 
ſons diligently to try and examine them- 
ſelves, before they preſume to eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup. For as the 
benefit is great, if with a true penitent heart 
and lively faith we receive that holy ſacra- 
ment, (for then we ſpiritually eat the fleſh 
of Chriſt, and drink his blood ; then we 
dwell in Chriſt, and Chriſt in us; we are 
one with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us ;) ſo is 
the danger great, if we receive the ſame un- 
worthily ; for then we are guilty of the body 
and blood of Chriſt our Saviour ; we eat and 
drink our own Damnation, not conſiderin 
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the Lord's body; we kindle God's wrath 
againſt us; we provoke him to plague us 
with divers diſeaſes, and ſundry kinds of 
death. Judge therefore yourſelves, brethren, 
that ye be not judged of the Lord ; repent 
you truly for your fins paſt ; have a lively 
and ſtedfaſt faith in Chriſt our Saviour; a- 
mend your lives, and be in perfect charity 
with all men: ſo ſhall ye be meet partakers of 
thoſe holy myſteries. And, above all things, 
ye muſt give humble and hearty thanks to 
God the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, 
for the redemption of the world, by the death 
and paſſion of our Saviour Chriſt, both 
God and man, who did humble himſelf even 
to the death upon the croſs for us miſerable 
ſinners, who lay in darkneſs and the ſhadow 
of death, that he might make us the chil- 
dren of God, and exalt us to everlaſting life. 
And to the end that we thould always re- 
member the exceeding great love of our 
Maſter and only Saviour Jeſus Chriſt thus 
dying for us, and the innumerable benefits 
which by his precious blood-ſhedding he 
hath obtained to us, he hath inſtituted and 
ordained holy myſteries, as pledges of his 
love, and for a continual remembrance of 
his death, to our great and endleſs comfort. 
To him therefore, with the Father, and the 
Holy Ghoſt, let us give (as we are moſt 
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bounden) continual thanks, ſubmitting our- 
ſelves wholly to his holy will and pleaſure, 
and ſtudying to ſerve him in true holineſs and 
righteouſneſs all the days of our life. Amen.

N proceſs of time it came to paſs, that 

Cain brought of the fruit of the ground 
an offering unto the Lord. And Abel, he 
alto. brought of the firſtlings of his flock, and 
of the fat thereof. And the Lord had re- 
ſpect unto Abel, and to his offering : but 
unto Cain and to his offering he had not re- 
ſpect. Gen. iv. 3, 4. 

Speak unto the children of Iſrael, that they 
bring me an offering: of evety man that 
giveth it willingly with his heart, ye ſhall 
take my offering. Exod. xxv. 2. 

Ye ſhall not appear before the Lord emp- 
ty. Every man ſhall give as he is able, ac-

cording to the bleſſing of the Lord your God 
which he hath given you. Deut. xvi. 16, 17. 

Give unto the Lord the glory due unto his 
name: bring an offering, and come into his 
courts. Pſal. xcvi. 8. 

Lay not up for yourſelves treaſures upon 
earth, where moth and ruſt doth corrupt, 
and where thieves break through and ſteal : 
but lay up for yourſelves treaſures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor ruſt doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break through nor 
ſteal. Matth. vi. 19, 20. 

Not every one that faith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, ſhall enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven : but he that doth the will of my father 
which is in heaven. Matth. vii. 21. 

Jeſus ſat over againſt the treaſury, and 
beheld how the people caſt money into it: 
and many that were rich caſt in much And 
there came a certain poor widow, and ſhe 
threw in two mites, which make a farthing. 
And he called unto him his diſciples, and 
faith unto them, Verily I ſay unto you, that 
this poor widow hath caſt more in, than all 
they which have caſt into the treaſury, For 
all they did caſt in of their abundance : but 
ſhe of her want did caſt in all that ſhe had, 
even all her living. Mark xii. 41, 42, 43, 44. 

Who gocth a warfare any time at his own 
charges? who planteth a vineyard, and eat- 
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eth not of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth 
a flock, and eateth not of the milk of the 
flock? 1 Cor. ix. 7 

If we have ſown unto you ſpiritual things, 
is it a great thing if we ſhall reap ogg car- 
nal things? 1 Cor. ix. 11. 

Do ye not know, that they which mini- 
ſter about holy things, live of the things of 
the temple? nd they which wait at the al- 
tar, are partakers with the altar? Even fo 
hath the Lord ordained, that they who 
preach the goſpel, ſhould live of the goſpel. 
1 Cor. 1x. 13. 14. 

He who ſoweth ſparingly, ſhall reap alſo 
ſparingly : and he who ſoweth bountifully, 
ſhall reap alſo bountiſully. Every man ac- 
cording as he purpoſeth in his heart, ſo let 
him give; not grudgingly, or of necefity: for 
God loveth a chearful giver. 2 Cer. ix. 6, 7. 

Let him that is taught in the word, com- 
municate unto him that teacheth, in all good 
things. Be not deceived ; God is not mock- 
ed: for whatſoever a man ſoweth, that ſhall 
he alſo reap. Gal. vi. 6, 7. 

Charge them that are rich in this world, 
that they be not high-minded, nor truſt in 
uncertain riches, but in the living God, who 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy: That 
they do good, that they be rich in good 
— ready to diſtribute, willing to com- 
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municate ; laying up in ſtore for themſelves 
a good foundation againſt the time to come, 
that they may lay hold on eternal life. 1 Tim. 
vi. 17, 18, 19. 

God is not unrighteous, to forget your 
work and labour of love, which ye have 
ſhewed toward his name, in that ye have 
miniſtred to the Saints, and do miniſter, 
Heb. vi. 10. 

To do good, and to communicate, forget 
not; for with ſuch ſacrifices God is well 
pleaſed.

And when all have offer- 
ed, he ſhall reverently bring the ſaid baſon, 
with the oblatious therein, and deliver it to 
the Preſbyter ; who ſhall humbly preſent it 
before the Lord, and jet it upon the holy ta- 


ble, ſaying, 


Leſſed be thou, O Lord God, for ever 
and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the great- 
neſs, and the glory, and the victory, and 
the majelty : for ail that is in the heaven and 
the carth is thine: thine is the kingdom, 
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O Lord, and thou art exalted as head above 
all : both riches and honour come of thee, 
and of thine own do we give unto thee.— 
Amen.
